the first waters of the flood of 1913 
crossed the streets of Marietta, both

Inch, men In the tocks bear n pnaanre 
of from fifteen to fifty ponnda of cora- 
preaaed air, according to the depth. 
The beartoat nrtssai* ever worked un- 
der was borne by fir* divers on tbe 
Swedish coast—BUty-flr* pounds. Four 
of tbeee died a few mlnntes after cow- 
ing out 


While, as a general thing, the diver 


stands not nearly tbe amount of pres- 
sure and seldom stays down more than 
two hours, tbe men In tb* Hudson 
rirer tunnel stood a pressure of forty- 
six pounds and worked In four boor 
shifts. Some men stayed down twenty 
boars at a stretch, but did not work all 
tbe time, and Superintendent Haskiaa 
stayed down once twenty-four hours. 


The sensations experienced are pe- 


culiar. 
When a man first steps in 


then are a tingling In tbe ears and n 
pain In the head, and when be talk* It 
is apparently through tbe nose. This Is 
caused by the pressure, and toe remedy 
fa to bold the nose, close tbe mouth 
and blow against tbe ears. This re 
lieres tbe pain and stops tbe sensation. 
When tbe pressure to all on tbe worker 
feels all right and experiences no dis 
comfort Then there to a sort of ex- 
hilaration, and a man does more work 
ta tbe lock than be could do outside. 


The danger lies In coming out of the 


pressure into the open air. It to then 
that a man is apt to suffer from stag- 
nation of the blood and paralysis cans 
ed by tbe change in tbe atmosphere. 
Besides this, a man may be attacked 
in tb* bead or stomach with severe 
pains. Three out of five cases where 
tbe head and stomach are attacked re- 
Butt fatally. 
Another severe malady resulting 


from the change to what to called tbe 
"bends." This to tbe air getting in 
between tbe flesh and tbe bone It is 
etxremely painful and so severe that a 
quart of whisky administered in half 
an hour would not intoxicate tbe p»- 
tient Tbe stagnation and paralysis 
are tbe worst dangers and do tbe work 
quickly. Many men nave been keeled 
orer by these causes, and not a few 
die. Old timers at the business some- 
times get caught 
The remedy far 


this paralysis to a quick return to the 
airlock. 


The men as a general thing do BOt 


remain a gnat many years at tbe busi- 
ness, and a man should never work at 
it after be to forty yean of age. 


Cutting a hole and building a tunnel 


through water to an extremely difficult 
thing and by many waa thought to be 
Impossible. Still it waa done hi tbe 
case of tbe Hudson river tunnel, and 
tbe method to very Interesting. 


Tbe work on the tunnel bad pro- 


gressed until a body of water was 
struck. How to tunnel througbtbls 
bole of water was a pooling question. 
It was done In tbto way: A so called 
balloon was constructed by making a 
netting of win rope and covering tbto 
netting with canvas. Tbe Interior of 
the balloon was then filled with blue 
clay and salt bay. When filled the 
balloon, thirty feet in diameter, weigh- 
ed 140 tons. Tbe hole of water was 
tben located, and with the aid of a 
Luge steam derrick tbe balloon was 
dropped Into the bole. Then several 
•cow toad* of dirt were dumped down 
on to the balloon and tb* whole thing 
left to settle. 


At tbe end of ten days tbe work of 


cutting through tbe balloon was be- 
gun. This was a very difficult Job. An 
idea of what bard cutting it was may 
be gained from tbe fact that it took 
two months to dig through tbe thirty 
feet—St Louis Globe-Democrat

While these birds are hardy, self re- 


liant little providers, yet in severe 
weather they suffer from scarcity of 
food. Bits of suet nailed to the trees 
or rubbed in the bark will help out 
their winter food supply and insure 
them as neighbors, and It will not pre- 
vent their assiduously seeking their 
naturalfood. 


Four birds -were found to have eaten 


105 female cankerworm moths.

careful count showed that twenty of 
these contained 3,703 eggs. The aver- 
age per moth was 185, which would 
give a total of 19,425 eggs thus destroy- 
ed by the four chickadees.

The govern- 
ment and the people at large seemed j 
to forget that Gates had already been j 
convicted of perjury and that

whole life was taat of a man whose 
word was not to be credited. Panic 
struck statesmen and populace alike. 
They believed their king's life was 
really threatened.
